The 
regular $4 resident hunting li- 
cense and $2 deer tags apply 
Arrows used for taking deer 
must have a broadbead-type 
blade more than seven- 
eighths of an inch in width 

In Southern California the 
10-day coastal archery dee: 
season includes ail of Santa 
Barbara, Ventura and Or- 
ange Counties but only a re- 
latively narrow coastal strip 
of Los Angeles County (does 
not include any of the Angeles 
National Forest.) a tiny cor- 
ner of southwest San Bernar- 
dino County, a narrow strip 
of western Riverside County, 
and the extreme northwest 
corner of San Diego County 
Hunters should consult the 
early deer season area de- 


scribed in California's 1960 
hunting regulations booklet 
which may be obtained free 
from any hunting license 
agent. 

All of the remainder of 


Southern California is in the 
inland or late deer season 
September 24 through Novem- 
ber 6,
